Some ingenious people have con- 
ceived the idea of a National Pay-Up 
AVeek, to be" observed -Feb. 21-20,

throwing bills into the waste basket 
that does not promote general busi- 
ness prosperity. 


Not every one who lets his bills 
go unpaid is indifferent about it. 
Many people would gladly pay all 
they owe,could they collect the debts 
due them, : Hut with many other 
persons, the more easily they could 
pay, the less ready they are to do it. 
It would make them very' tired to sit 
down monthly and -write off a dozen 
.checks. By letting the bills

they may have idle money in banks. 


Some business men allow bills to

The latter can 
settle with the butcher, who can now- 
pay that old bill at the printer's. So 
it goes. 


The net result is a new feeling of 
confidence and good will. If a gener- 
al debt paying custom could be start- 
ed during a Pay-up Week, a great 
many people would feel a new cour- 
age about their business future. They. 
would buy more freely. A wave of [ 
new business would spread over the 
country. Let everyone do what he 
can toward it.

^Yisconsin grains on exhibit in Mr.

The classes in agricuture and rural 
economics saw Wednesday a fine set 
of about 100 slides illustrating the 
development of agriculture from Ihe 
days of the rake to the present lime.

Every sal- 
aried employe of the old hoards 
is retained in the new depart- 
ment, and on top of all of the 
five activities consolidated, was 
placed a $5,000 Commissioner 
of Agriculture, who took the 
place of nobody, bnt superin- 
tends all the rest. As to wheth- 
er there has been any increased 
efficiency is an open question, 
but any money is to be saved is 
a piece of fiction indulged in 
only by those, who either don't 
know, or don't want to know 
the facts. 


We suggest that if credit is 


to be taken for the work of Mr. 


of severe cold weather threatens the 
destruction of many of our birds if 
our citizens do not come to the res- 
cue of these helpless creatures dur- 
jng this unusual spell, which will 
probably continue for several weeks.
